abroad, the People, on a due confidering of thqtn, 
will findthemfelves highly obliged to acknowledge I 
Gods Hand, and that it was his Doing $ that 
neither their own Wifdom, nor their' owp Power 
did fave them, but his Right-hand, and his Arm, and 
the Light of his Countenanee, becaufe he had a Favour 
unto them. 

Thefe Nations have been brought to, tfoe very 
Brink of Ruin more that* once, by Men of the 
very fame Principles, and by their purfuing very 
indireft and wicked Methods, and Gpd fias mpfl 
feafonably provided again and again for pur Pre* 
fervation, by fetting ovqt us a King after his own 
Heart. God has pitied us, and given amazing 
Turns to Affairs in the mod critical Minutes. He 
has manifested his good Will toward us -in fuch a 
Manner, and more particularly in fhis : kfe Revo* 
lution, notwithftanding we have been' Co exceed- 
ingly bent vo backjliding, that we may pertinently 
apprehend him exprefling; his Comp^(fion and 
Kindnefs to us, as he did untp the Ifcaefites of old. i 
They were in a very great. Danger; of being der 

vowed, becaufe of their. own Gounfds, or, pf §hem whp | 

IIa were the chief Counfellours. But in this their Ex- ! 
tremity, God by his Prophet fpake to them ifi 
thefe moft pathetick and gracious Wprds : How 

Jballlgive thee u», Ephratmf Howjhall I deliver thee, 
Ifrael i How fhaU I make thee; as Admah £ ; How fiaBj 
fit thee as Zeboim ? My Heart is turned within me, mt j

Ephraim. Should God have proceeded againft us 
for our Backflidings, our Murmuiings, our horri- j 
ble Ingratitude, and othfir cry in^ Si^ according

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to our Defervtngs, he would have delivered us 
up to the Will of our Enemies, to what the chief 
of pur Goiirifellours intended. He might juftly 
have made us like Admab and Zeboim, Cities which 
were defttayed when Sodom was. But he has not 
dbak With, us in Rigour, his Bowels moved him to 
pity Us, ; he 'had) preferved us, and honoured us, 
by giving is a Proteftant King in the very need- 
ful Titne, and fixing him peaceably in his Throne* 

2. Thefe Things do manifeft, that it is a very 
great Bleffing to a People profeffing the true Re- 
ligion, to have a King after Cod's own Heart, to 
reign over them ; yet I (hall add fome other Con- 
siderations, proper to give People a very fenfible 
Corivi&ion of this Truth, which is what I propo- 
fed to (peak of in the fecohd Place. 

Amongft.the many Coh federation* I might lay 
before you for this Purpofe, I (hall name but 
Three. ' 

1. A King after God's own Heart, will do his 
atmofr to pVefen/e and maintain to his Subje&s, 
botH their' i#ligious. and civil Rights, Privileges, 
and Liberties. . And it is apparently a People's tru- 
eft HappineTs, and Honour, and Glory to have 
thefe welt (ectired, and effe&ually defended. That 
Which U l in Truth, moft at the Heart of a good 
King, is, that all his honeft and faithful Subjeds, 
Without Pi^tindion/ may inviolably enjoy all 
thefe Eleffltfgs j and that hone of them may be 
injured in iany of thefe Matters^ under any Pretence 
whatfoever. That futh an univerfal, exad, and 
fteady Regard may be had to every Man's Right, 
diat noVinyMaii, who does not focfevt^Vfes* 
dwn uridumw, atid itt\urVous CauV&3j&» ta\s& «. o- 
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ther of his Rights, fhallbe impaired in an' 
them ; but that whoever ffiall invade anottf 
Right, and do any one Wrong, ffiaUdolt ajb 1 "' 
Peril, and muil expe& to be juftly aninud 1 — 
on : That neither Money, nor Land, nor 
rafter, neither Affociates, Friends, Relations. __ 
Patrons, (ball skreen Oppreflbrs, and Workers 
Unrighteoufnefs from Juftice. The King arbq 
God's own Heart, will do what he can, that hi 
Subjects may have good Laws, and that good 
Laws may be well obferved, and faithfully execu- 
ted ; that his Subjeds may be protected and de- 
fended from Wrong, and effectually righted, 'if at' 
any Time injured. 

Secondly, A King after God's own Hearty wiU. 
make it his Care and Bufinefs that Perfbns wcB 
qualified, Men of good Principles, of Know-' 
ledge, Integrity and Honefty, be .irtvefled with 
Authority, and entrufted with AdminiftrJIribn and 
Execution of Laws under him. A known Knave' 
may enjoy a great Eftate, but fiiould bynd 
means enjoy an Office, be entrufted with the 
Administration of Juftice. One very ill Man in 
Power, either in Church, or State, will, in all 
Probability, do more Mifchief and Hurt, than a 
whole Dozen of vertuous and good Men in the 
like Stations can do good. This is a clear ob- 
vious Truth; but has not been obferved i in' Times 
part, as it ought to have been.' There is nothing 
to fatal or mifchievous as an ill Miniftry. ' This 
is the great Spring and Source of Mifchief, moft, 
deftructive to Government, and pernicious to 
common Right and all good Order. 

Now the firft and chief Care of a King 
after God's own Heart, is" to put good and well- 
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Qualify 'd Perfons in Places of Power and Truft. 
^\nd that King will not fail to rule well, who 
Tiakes ufe of wife, expert and faithful Minifters, 
Wffhofe Officers are skilful, honed and courageous; 
urtio fear not the Faces of any, who confine them- 
selves fteadily to Law, and take care that the 
Law may have its juft Force, to the Terror of 
thofe overgrown, impudent Sinners, who defpife 
Right, and contemn Juftice, becaufe the Power 
of executing the Law has been in their own, or 
their Friends Hands. 

I do not know any thing, that does more 
blemifh Government, and that tends more effe- 
ctually to its Ruin, than permitting ill Men to get 
into, and afterwards continue in Places of Power 
and Authority ; who thus have their Ways to en- 
courage, and skreen all the vicious, and lewd, and 
rude, and riotous People round about them, in 
their violent, unrighteous, and wicked Courfes.

We are certified by the unerring Word of Trudy ^ 
that, when the vilefi Men (Men, who are incompfr[ 
tent, who are impioufly and perfidioufly difpofed) 
are exalted, (placed in the Miniftry, and inverted 
with Authority);^ wicked walk on every Side(immxy 
ral, lewd, andboifterous Animals have their Scope, 
appear every where abroad in a tumultuous Man- 
ner, committing Riots, and doing all Manner of 
fcandalous WickednefTes without Controul.) 
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But when God will eftablifh a People profeffing 
his true Religion in a happy Eftate, his PFomife is, 

I will rejlore thy Judges as at the firft, and thy CcunftU \ 
hrs as at the Beginning, ("religious, virtuous, prudent, j 

courageous Magiftrates,fuch as were in the Govern- ! 
26# ment in the beft and moft profperous Times) After* 
wards thou (halt be catted the City of Right eoufnefs, tie 
faithful City. 

3. A King after God's own Heart, will, by his 
own religious and virtuous Example, have a pow- 
erful Influence on his Subie&s, to induce them to 
take great Care that their Converfations may be 
regular. His holy and good Life will contribute 
much, far and near, to difcountenance Vice and 
Wickednefs, and to make People utterly afhamed 
of thofe evil Praftices, that Men had in Time 
paft Impudence enough to boaft of, and glory in. 
It will at lead oblige them to have fuch a Regard 
to a Decorum in their Condu&, as they would not 
without, it confine themfelves to. 

Thefe 
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Thefe are very great and ineftimable Bleflings, 
Jand have other Bleflings innumerable attending 
'them. If any make little Account of thefe Mer- 
cies, and in particular, of Vice and Wickednefs 
lofing their main Protection, becoming uncourc- 
ly, unfafliionable, bafe, and fcandalous ; it is be- 
caufe they are unmeet for any Mercy.

Thirdly, I proceed to what I propofed in the 
laft Place, which was, to make fome Applica- 
tion. 

We of this Nation have exceeding great Reafon 
to be heartily thankful, and to praife and blefs 

God,with all our Souls y znd with all that is within us y 

who hath by his wonderful Providence fixed King 
George in the peaceable Poffefiion of the Throne 
of thefe Kingdoms ; who fo happily reigns over 
us. If any be difpleafed, it muft be either becaufe 
he is a Proteftant, or becaufe he has not done any 
one Aft, but according to Law, or becaufe of 
both : For no King ever reigned over thefe King- 
doms, who had a»betcer, a more juft, a more glo- 
rious Title, than his is, which is as clear as the 
Light to every one, who underftands the Nature 
and End of Government in general, or the Con- 
stitution of ours in particular. 

Through the great Goodnefs of God, we have 
now a KingyWe have abundant Reafon to conclude 
and fay, after God's own Heart. 

A King, who is a firm Proteftant ; who loves, 
and hath a Zeal for the Proteftant Religion, as 
fuch, heartily concerned for the Intereft, and 
Peace, and Liberty of all Proteftants, wLtho\&.^- 
ny Intimation of a fond B\gput\ iox *toj <& ^or&& 

C * »»^ 
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extraeffential and fupernumej-ary Matters, about! 1 
which, many who profefs the Reformed Religion, 
are through Weaknefs, (and perhaps fprpe from 
vvorfe Caufes) unhappily divided, 

r 

A King, who is famous for thofe Virtues, Qua- 
lifications, and Abilities, which give us great Rea- 
fon to hope, in Dependence of God's rich Grace, 
and Favour, he will be a much greater Honour to 
the Britifh Throne, than it can be to him. I can- 
9 not help mixing with my Thankfulnefs and Praif- 
es, . even this very Day, fome Mourning and Sor- 
row, becaufe.of the mifchievous, pernicious Prin- 
ciples, the vile Tempers, and the iturdy , undpti- 
ful, and ungrateful Carriages, which top many 
in the Land, do manifestly indulge. It is the 
great Unhappinefs of us, and of our King, that I 
the People of Great -Britain are fo utterly unwor- 
thy of fuch a King. 

Who came to be Heir to the Crown of Grfat- 
Brito.in by a Train of very marvellous Pidnden^ 
ctSy which fhould never be forgat, which 'fljould 
be always remembred with great Thankfulnefs 
and Joy, by every true Proteitant, l?y every Na- 
tive ot thefe Kingdoms, who doth love, and hath 
any Concern for the Welfare of his Country, 

We were a few Years paft, in a very profperous 
Eftatc. God fo multiplied Victories, and heaped 
on us fuch numerous Conquefts, without any In- 
terruption, on us, and our Allies, as made us thp 
Terror of our Enemies, and the Admiration of all 
People. But on a fudden, all juft Refiraints were 
laid afide,a foul and wicked Spirit was not dumb, 
but roaiing, and riotous, was permitted to take it's 
Swing, protected and encouraged j fo that our 
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L,ajid was turned (as it were) into one vaft Be d- 
lam. If all the Clergy can clear themfelves before 
God, frpm whom Nothing can be concealed, froftT 
having any Hand in thefe horrible Commotions, 
I congratulate their Innocence as to that Matter. 
Being in this Confufion both in City and Country, 

a Sett of got into thofe Polls, which fhould 

always be filled with Perfons of Probity and 
Honour, of Penetration and Integrity. All Af- 
fairs were thrown into the Difpofal of Agents, 
for whom I have no Name. Here appeared a 
fpiteful Difefteem of all that God had done for 
us, and beftowed on us ; all was to be cad back, 
a* if no better than Dung. A voluntary Stop 
is put to the Succeffes God as plainly offered, 
as ever he did to any People, to whom he 
made not exprefs Promifes by immediate Reve- 
lation. Now muft we and our Enemies be na- 
med Friends, and upon fuch Terms as have 
made us their Scorn, and an Execration over 
all the World. This, however, gave the Ene- 
mies of our prefent King the greateft Grounds 
they could think of, and even defire, to allure 
them of Foreign Afliftance, to obftruA ef- 
fectually (when the proper and beft Seafon 
fliould come) our King's Acceffion to the Throne, 
which was moil rightfully his- That Part of 
the Nation, the Schemc-Framers, looked upon, as 
their lafting Strength and Confidence, they 
knew were deftitute of Reafon, and fit in their 
prefent State to ferve none but themfelves. 
Their Guides knowing they were funk into a 
perfeft brutal State, ufed them as 1'ich, fet 
them in Motion, and influenced them in every 
thing they were to have a Part, by meer Noife 
arid Sound. I (peak not of their private Ma&A^gw- 
ments, but of what appeared *\K>N&-\*»t^ 
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One of their Prophets (when they were to be j 
put on their Part with Refpeft to a Peace, ] 
to affure them of a good Peace) founded thus! 
from the Pulpit and the Prefs, We jhall undoub\\ 
edly have a good one, if we have any at all\ 
If we have a Feace 9 it will therefore be a good am\ 
becauje we have it. Was not this treating them! 
like Brutes ? Would any one who had the Face 
of a Man, have offered fuch Stuff, if he had 
apprehended them one Degree above Brutes ? 
Are not the Chatterings of Jack-Daws and 
Magpyes much more pertinent, than thofe Vo- 
ciferations ? 

In the following Years, fome of the worft Pieces 
of Popery were preached, and printed, and fpread 
confiderably, tho' there was little or nothing to 
fupport them, befides the info lent Haughtineis of 
thofe who did obtrude them, and their fcurrilous 
treating their Ecckfiaftical Superiors, excepting their 
Hope of fomething that was to come. One Ca- 
prichio was purfud with mighty Earneftnefs, which 
if there were any Truth in it, would indifpenfably 
oblige all Perfons to withdraw from the Admini- 
ftrations of the Clergy, till they have every one 
juft Satisfa&ion, concerning a Matter, it is impof- 
fible fhould be known to be true, without imme- 
diate Revelation from Heaven. 

In thefe Things it muft be acknowledged, and 
let it be fo, with Lamentation and Sorrow, that 
fome of the Clergy, the Clergy were very 
deeply concerned. And every one who can think 
at all, may be able to judge, whether they have 
not a very obfequious Faith, who will believe 
thofe Perfons did cordially defire we might have 
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a Proteftant King reign over us, who were fo very 
induftrious to make the Subjects in thefe Nation, 
Papifts ? 

There is a Portion of Holy Scripture, one can 
fcarce read and think on, without fome melan- 
choly Impreffion. It is a Part of God's Word, 
where a heavy Charge is exhibited againft the 
publick Preachers among- the Jews, and a bitter 
Punifhment is declared, fhall be infli&ed on them. 
Thefe are the Words : Thus faitb the Lord of 
Ho/fs concerning the Prophets, Behold, I will feed 
them with Wormwood, and make them drink the 
Water of Gall J for from the Prophets of Jerufalem 
is Prophanenefs gone forth into all the Land. 

The Particulars I have mentioned, are Matters 
of Faft, publick and notorious j the mod obvious 
Tendency of every one of them, with many 
other Pra&ifings, which were plain and open, 
was to difpofe us for, and promote the Intereft 
of a Papift, and to provide fuch Hindrances and 
Obftacles, as were thought proper to render King 
Georges Acceffion to His Throne, if not impo fa- 
ble, yet extreamly difficult. Thefe things (hew 
we were in great Danger. What further Prafti- 
fings were by their Schemes intended to follow, I 
know not ; perhaps fuch Hideoufnefs, as no ho- 
neft Mind can imagine: But the greater our 
Dangers were, the more numerous and formida- 
ble the Adversaries Attempts and Defigns were, 
the more exalted ought our Praifes to be for the 
eminent Blefling, for which we are now affem- 
bled to render moft folemn Thanks to Almighty 
God.

A Sermon "preached 

King GEORGE is in aftual, quiet, undifturbed 
Poileffion of the Throne of thefe Nations, by 
God Almighty's over- ruling and ordering Macters 
fo, as hurled his and our Enemies Abroad into 
Confufion and Diforder, and filled the Managers 
at Home with a moil unguarded Rage and Fu- 
ry, but fo impotent, as could not hurt any who 
loved our King, and ferved only to expofe them- 
felves. 

Let all our Hearts be filled with Thankfulnefs, 
let uspraifeGod with all that is within us, Jec 
us acknowledge with the greateft Gladnefs, his 
marvellous Doings, his wonderfully merciful 
Goodnefs ; Let us magnify him now, and conti- 
nually, and give unto him the Glory due unto 

his Name } becaufe he hath cut afunder the Cords of 
the [Vicked; becaufe thofe who intended Evil againfi 
our Sovereign, have not been able to ferform the mif- 
chievous Device they htve imagined. Let our Praifes 

to God for the exceeding great Mercy he hath 
beftowed on us,, be accompanied with fervent 
Prayers now, and at all Times, that we may 
very long enjoy the mighty Blefling God hath 
now bellowed on us, and that ail Generations to 
come, may be happy in having this King's De- 
fendants inheriting his Chriftian and Royal 
Virtues, to Reign over them. And may it be 
the conftant Care and Buflnefs of us all, to 
walk worthy of this lingular Favour and Mercy. 

This is apparently the Lords Doing, and it ought 
to be marvelous in our Eyes* In this late Tmn of 

Affairs, the Hand of the Lord is very remarkable, 
eminently manifeft : Mis Providence is moft con- 
spicuous in it to all, but thofe who will not 
fee, 

Thofe 
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Thofe who know they are greatly difappointed, 
hough they fpeak not of Providence, yet ac- 
knowledge a Blow. What ! are they afliam'd of 
he Word Providence ? Yet let them know, that 
iccording to their own Language, ic is a Blow 
given them By the only true and living God, the 
AJmighty, who will follow his Blow, till he hath 
iccomplifhed his own good Purpofe, If they 
refolve to walk in their own Counfel, depending 
Hi their Numbers, and their Secret, and ratified 
Confederacies, God may peradvenrure permit 
hem to caufe much Confufion, and perpetrate 
rery barbarous Fads. But would they confider, 
ind fliew themfelves Men, they might provide 
>etter both for Time and for Eternity, than they 
will, by applying either to Maffacre, Affaffinati- 
on, or open IniurreAion and Rebellion. Let it 
be obferved, that if any fwear in private againlt, 
md in publick to the prefent Government, this 
is a Wickednefs which will bring down fuch 
Vengeance, as nothing can flop, till it has effect- 
ed their entire Extirpation. 

But, are then not with m, even with m who pro-
